• HARISH CHANDRA GHAT, PANIHATI. 


It is a legacy of Harish Chandra Dutta, descending from Dutta family of Panihati, an offshoot 
of Hatkhola Dutta family. Although Harish Chandra started constructing the Ghat on the bank 
of river Hooghly and temples along with, his son Nabin Dutta has completed it. There are 12 

Shiva temples (&lc<^l 'HpcR, 6 on either side of the ghat. This is locally known as 
The ghat along with the temples are renovated. The ghat has been colored red, from white. 



Panihati Municipality states that at Harish Ch. Dutta Road, Bhabanipur, Panihati. Founder- 
Nabin Chandra Dutta, in memory of father Harish Chandra Dutta, about 200 years back. 12 
nos. Shiv Mandir and surrounding garden with many beautiful sculptures. This Ghat has 
been referred by The Calcutta Port Commissioner in 1924 after survey of the Ganges from 
Kalna to Gangasagar - "No other ghat down Kalna is so broad, so easy of ascent and so 
beautiful to look. It never turns dry even at the lowest ebb-tide."

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Shiva temples in the vicinity of the ghat, before renovation. 
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I can not find the year in which the ghat was built. I tried to trace Harish Chandra Dutta and 
his son Nabin Chandra in our family tree, given in Kedarnath Dutta's Dutta Vansa Mala 
(1875 AD). 

I found that there are three persons from Gobindasharan Dutta’s descendents with the same 
name in the chart. Since the year of construction of the ghat is not known, therefore I can not 
determine which Harish Chandra was this. 

Two of them are from Gobindasharan’s 3 rd grandson Ramchandra Dutta (Hatkhola Dutta 
family founder’s descendents, and in Dutta Vansa Mala either there is no downline from 
them, which means either they didn’t have son, or may have taken birth after 1875, i.e. after 
the book has got published, or they have son whose name was not Nabin Chandra.

Now the third one is the descendent of Ramchandra’a elder brother Ananta Ram Dutta 
whose son Durga Ram whose son Atma Ram whose son Harish Chandra. Here Dutta 
Vansa Mala shows a gap (see below), means author could not get the name of this Harish 
Chandra’s son’s. So this looks a bit promising to me.
